PARIS  (AP)  - Five  former  Gaullist  cabinet  ministers  easily  rained 
National  Assembly  seats  in  special  elections  Sunday.  But  former 
Premier  Maruice  Couve  de  Murville  must  enter  a runoff. 

Couve  de  Murville  polled  only  41  per  cent  of  the  vote  against  a 
centrist  and  a scattering  of  leftists.  He  is  expected  to  win  the  runoff 
next  Sunday.

ATHENS,  Greece  (AP)  — Miki  Theodorakis,  who  composed  the 
music  for  the  movie  “Zorba  the  Greek,”  has  been  sent  to  a prison  camp 
by  the  military-hacked  Greek  government,  according  to  reports 
circulating  here. 

Theodorakis,  regarded  as  a leftist  by  the  government,  had  been 
banished  to  a mountain  village  with  his  wife  and  two  children  a year 
ago..

MOGADISHU,  Somalia  (AP)  - Parliament  is  expected  to  name  a 
successor  for  assassinated  President  Abdirashid  Ali  Shermarke  within  a 
month.  Acting  President  Muktar  Mohamed  Hussein  and  Abdullah  Issa 
Mohamud,  minister  of  commerce  and  industry,  are  reported  among  the 
top  candidates. 

Shermarke,  who  was  elected  in  June  1967,  was  to  be  buried  here 
today.  He  was  shot  to  death  last  Wednesday  during  a tour  of  the 
drought-stricken  north. 

OTTAWA  (AP)  - Informed  sources  say  Prime  Minister  Pierre  Elliott 
Trudeau  has  tentatively  decided  on  a visit  to  the  Soviet  Union  in  1970. 

It  would  be  the  first  visit  to  the  U.S.S.R.  by  a Canadian  prime 
minister.

SEOUL  (AP)  - Premier  Chung  Il-kwon,  his  cabinet  and  two  other 
high  government  officials  resigned  today  to  clear  the  way  for  President 
Chung  Hee  Park  to  remold  the  government. 

It  had  been  widely  speculated  that  Park  would  reorganize  the  cabinet 
if  he  won  the  referendum  last  Friday  on  a constitutional  amendment  to 
allow  him  to  run  for  a third  term  in  1 971 . The  vote  was  nearly  2 to  1 in

NEW  YORK  (AP)  — Marchers  in  Revolutionary  War  uniforms  and 
others  in  bearskin  hats  were  among  1 ,500  soldiers,  veterans  and  patriots 
who  turned  out  Sunday  for  the  48th  annual  Massing  of  the  Colors. 

The  parade  headed  down  Fifth  Avenue  to  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral, 
where  the  flags  were  blessed  in  an  ecumenical  service  conducted  by  12 
military  chaplains.

Ready 

For  Primaries

City  primaries  will  be  held 
today  in  eight  Utah  communities 
in  preparation  for  the  regular  Nov. 
4 municipal  elections. 

The  primaries  will  be  conducted 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ogden,  Provo, 
Logan,  Murray,  Midvale, 
Bountiful  and  Grantsville. 

A light  turnout  is  expected  in 
Salt  Lake  City  where  the  only 
races  are  for  two  city  commission 
seats  and  a city  judgeship. 

All  but  four  of  the  11 
commission  candidates  for  city 
judge  will  be  eliminated  in  the 
primary. 

The  commission  candidates 
include  incumbents  James  L. 
Barker  Jr.  and  Conrad  B. 
Harrison. 

In  Ogden,  where  the  mayor  is 
chosen  from  members  of  the  City 
Council,  Mayor  Bart  Wolthius  is 
running  against  Mrs.  Dovie  J. 
Goodwin,  a teacher.  Four  other 
seats  on  the  council  also  are  up 
for  grabs. 

Mayoral  races  are  in  the  offing 
at  Provo,  Logan,  Murray,  Midvale, 
Bountiful  and  Grantsville. 

Bountiful  Mayor  Moris  F. 
Swapp  is.  being  challenged  by 
former  mayor  Matt  A.  Galt  and 
Carvel  R.  Shaffer  in  the  only 
three-way  race. 

Provo  Mayor  Verl  G.  Dixon  is 
running  for  re-election  against  G. 
Marion  Hinckley,  a former  mayor 
and  county  commissioner  and 
Logan  Mayor  Richard  A. 
Chambers  is  being  challenged  by 
former  city  attorney  Harvey  A. 
Sjostrom.  Both  cities  also  have 
races  involving  city  commission 
seats. 

Henry  Beckstead,  Midvale 
mayor  for  20  years,  is  opposed  by 
Melvin  L.  Christopher,  a member 
of  the  City  Council  for  the  past 
1 2 years. 

Mayor  William  E.  Dunn  of 
Murray  is  unopposed  except  for  a 
write-in  campaign  for  Oliver  C. 
Carlson,  who  was  disqualified  as  a 
regular  candidate  because  his 
filing  petitions  failed  to  meet  a 
technical  legal  requirement.

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TRAUMA 

Editor, 

As  Acting  Chairman  of  the 
elections  committee  during 
freshman  elections,  I am  writing 
to  state  my  observations 
concerning  the  traumatic 
experience  described  by  Mr.  Hill 
and  Mr.  Booth.  Perhaps  for 
clarification  purposes,  I can  best 
answer  their  observations  in  order. 

During  the  orientation  meeting 
held  on  Sept.  26,  it  was 
announced  that  if  the  candidates 
would  hand  in  their  ingenuity 
project  forms  before  5:00  p.m. 
the  day  of  the  nominations 
meeting,  approval  would  be 
announced  at  the  meeting.  The 
only  complaints  we  received  were 
from  those  students  who  didn’t 
take  advantage  of  the  time  lapse 
to  plan  put  the  publicity  for  their 
campaigns,  and  get  it  turned  in  for 
approval. 

During  the  remaining  two  weeks 
of  the  elections,  the  projects  box 
was  cleared  both  in  the  morning 
and  evening,  and  the  results 
posted  so  the  candidates  would 
know  whether  or  not  their 
projects  had  been  approved.  There 
was  never  more  than  a six  hour 
time  lapse  from  the  time  a project 
was  handed  in  and  either 
approved  or  refused.  The 
statement  made  by  Mr.  Hill  and 
Mr.  Booth  regarding  time  lapse  is 
incorrect. 

Students  have  commented 
about  the  fact  that  there  were  no 
quad  plots  during  the  elections. 
The  reason  for  this  was  to 
recognize  the  mandate  given  our 
student  body  president  last  spring. 
Mr.  Kartchner  has  stated  that  in 
his  opinion  the  quad  during 
elections  was  a “circus,”  so  in 
respect  to  his  opinion  no  displays 
were  permitted  on  the  quad. 

As  for  publicity,  the  freshman 
cah didates  received  more  mass 
media  coverage,  more  open  forum 
coverage,  and  more  mass  meeting 
coverage  than  the  candidates  who 
ran  for  ASBYU  offices  last  spring. 
The  candidates  apparently  didn’t 
know  how  to  put  these  to  best 
use,  but  nevertheless  these 
opportunities  were  given  them. 
(One  candidate  phoned  us  up 
before  a meeting  was  to  be  held  in 
Cannon  Center  to  ask  where  the 
people  were  for  him  to  speak  to. 
He  was  quite  surprised  when  told 
that  campaigning  wasn’t  part  of 
our  responsibilities.)

Drops  Nationall 

Show  Increase

Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps 
programs  across  the  nation  are 
losing  strength  this  fall,  but  the 
Army  and  Air  Force  ROTC 
programs  at  BYU  are  growing. 

The  Air  Force  ROTC  program 
has  shown  a five  per  cent  increase 
in  enrollment,  from  407  last  fall 
to  428  this  fall.  The  Army  ROTC 
program  has  shown  even  more  of 
a jump  in  enrollment  over  last 
year.  This  year’s  total  of  451  is 
nearly  100  more  than  the  Army 


enrolled  last  fall  during  the  first 
year  of  Army  ROTC  at  BYU. 

In  an  address  to  the  student 
body  a year  ago,  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson  said,  “You  cannot 
only  serve  your  country  but  also 
your  church  and  yourself  by 
preparing  for  leadership  in  our 
military  services.  These  objectives 
are  best  accomplished  by  seeking 
a commission  through  either  the 
Army  or  Air  Force  ROTC 
programs  which  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  made  a particular 
effort  to  provide  for  you.” 

A recent  Associated  Press 
survey  indicates  a main  reason  for 
this  drop  in  ROTC  enrollments  is 


the  Nixon  administration’s  plan  to 
limit  the  draft. 

AP  went  on  to  say  that  more 
students  apparently  are  gambling 
that  the  Selective  Service  will  pass 
them  by  as  draft  calls  decrease, 
the  administration  restricts  callup 
vulnerability  to  19-year-olds  and 
perhaps  switches  to  a lottery 
system. 

AP  interviews  with  ROTC 
officials  and  students  at  57 
colleges  and  universities  coast  to 
coast  showed  also  the  downward 
trend  in  enrollments  has  been 
influenced  strongly  by  shifts  from 
required  to  voluntary  ROTC 
programs  and  by  withdrawal  of
